Why God sent Jesus into the world. 

I. Reveal 

A. Person of the Father (new concept in NT) 

Luke 1 0:22 All things have been handed over to me by my 
Father, and no one knows who the Son is except the Father, or 
who the Father is except the Son and anyone to whom the Son 
chooses to reveal him ." 

B. Glory of the Father 

John 17:1 When Jesus had spoken these words, he lifted up his 
eyes to heaven, and said, "Father, the hour has come; glorify 
your Son that the Son may glorify you ." 

C. Will of the Father 

John 5:30 I seek not my own will but the will of him who sent me . 

II. Fulfill 

A. Law 

Matt. 5:17 Do not think that I have come to abolish the Law or the 
Prophets; I have not come to abolish them but to fulfill them . 

B. Prophecy 

Acts 3:18 But what God foretold by the mouth of all the prophets, 
that his Christ would suffer, he thus fulfilled . 

C. Redemption 

Rom. 3:23 for all have sinned and fall short of the glory of God, 
24 and are justified by his grace as a gift, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus , 

III. Establish 

A. Kingdom 

Luke 4:43 but he said to them, "I must preach the good news of 
the kingdom of God . . .for I was sent for this purpose." 
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B. Peace 



John 14:27 Peace I leave with you; my peace I give to you . Not 
as the world gives do I give to you. Let not your hearts be 
troubled, neither let them be afraid. (Tranquility) 

Rom. 5:1 Therefore, since we have been justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ . 
(Reconciliation) 

C. Separation 

John 9:39 Jesus said, "For judgment I came into this world, that 
those who do not see may see, and those who see may become 
blind." 

Paraphrase (Alfred Barnes): I came to declare the condition of 
men; to show them their duty and danger. My coming will 
have this effect, that some will be reformed and saved, and 
some more deeply condemned. 

D. Judgment 

John 3:17 For God did not send his Son into the world to 
condemn the world , but in order that the world might be saved 
through him. 

John 5:22 The Father judges no one, but has given all judgment 
to the Son , 

John 1 2:47 If anyone hears my words and does not keep them, l_ 
do not judge him; for I did not come to judge the world but to save 
the world. 48 The one who rejects me and does not receive my 
words has a judge; the word that I have spoken will judge him on 
the last day . 

Acts 1 7:31 . . .he (God) has fixed a day on which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by a man (Jesus) whom he has appointed ; 
and of this he has given assurance to all by raising him from the 
dead. 

2 Cor. 5:1 For we must all appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ , so that each one may receive what is due for what he has 
done in the body, whether good or evil. 

(See also Matt. 25.31-46; Acts 10.42)

Eph. 2:14 For he himself is our peace, who has made us both 
one and has broken down in his flesh the dividing wall of hostility 
15 by abolishing the law of commandments and ordinances, that 
he might create in himself one new man in place of the two, so 
making peace, 16 and might reconcile us both to God in one 
body through the cross, thereby killing the hostility.

1 Cor. 1 5:26 The last enemy to be destroyed is death . 

1 Cor. 15:54 So when this corruptible has put on incorruption, 
and this mortal has put on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written: " Death is swallowed up in victory ." 
55 "O Death, where is your sting? O grave, where is your 
victory?" 56 The sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin is 
the law. 57 But thanks be to God, who gives us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Luke 20:36 ...they (the redeemed) cannot die anymore , because 
they are equal to angels and are sons of God, being sons of the 
resurrection. 

2 Tim. 1 :10 (The purpose of God) has been revealed through the 
appearing of our Savior Christ Jesus, who abolished death and 
brought life and immortality to light through the gospel, 

C. P of Sin 

Rom. 8:3 The law of Moses was unable to save us because of 
the weakness of our sinful nature. So God did what the law could 
not do. He sent his own Son in a body like the bodies we sinners 
have. And in that body God declared an end to sin's control over 
us by giving his Son as a sacrifice for our sins. 

Rom. 6:6 We know that our old self was crucified with him in 
order that the body of sin might be brought to nothing , so that we 
would no longer be enslaved to sin . 

Rom. 6:22 But now that you have been set free from sin and 
have become slaves of God, the fruit you get leads to 
sanctification and its end, eternal life. 
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Col. 1 :1 3 He has delivered us from the power of darkness and 
conveyed us into the kingdom of the Son of His love, 14 in whom 
we have redemption through His blood, the forgiveness of sins.

Acts 10:43 To him all the prophets bear witness that everyone 
who believes in him receives forgiveness of sins through his 
name. 

Rom. 5:8 God shows his love for us in that while we were still 
sinners, Christ died for us. 9 Since, therefore, we have now been 
justified by his blood , much more shall we be saved by him from 
the wrath of God . 1 For if while we were enemies we were 
reconciled to God by the death of his Son, much more, now that 
we are reconciled, shall we be saved by his life . 

Gal. 4:4 But when the fullness of time had come, God sent forth 
his Son, born of woman, born under the law, 5 to redeem those 
who were under the law, so that we might receive adoption as 
sons. 

1 Tim. 1 :1 5 The saying is trustworthy and deserving of full 
acceptance, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners , of whom I am the foremost. 

Heb. 2:17 Therefore he had to be made like his brothers in every 
respect, so that he might become a merciful and faithful high 
priest in the service of God, t o make propitiation for the sins of the 
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people . 18 For because he himself has suffered when tempted, 
he is able to help those who are being tempted. 

Heb. 7:25 He (Christ) is able to save to the uttermost those who 
draw near to God through him, since he always lives to make 
intercession for them. 

Rev. 5:9 And they sang a new song, saying, "Worthy are you to 
take the scroll and to open its seals, for you were slain, and by 
your blood you ransomed people for God from every tribe and 
language and people and nation ." 
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
